A doubled legend “United States 
of America” on the half dollar con- 
tained in proof sets was also re- 
ported by Robert Lane of Queens, 
New York. Although the examina- 
tion of thousands of sets has only 
yielded some 30 identifiable dou- 
bled die specimens, chances are 
that with a mintage close to 4 mil- 
lion 1964 proof sets, additional 
discoveries could be made in the 
near future with most rewarding 
results to the happy finders. 

In the meanwhile, the 1964 
pointed tail 9 Roosevelt dime dis- 
covered and sponsored by Frank 
J. Spadone of New Jersey seems to 
rapidly gain widespread attention. 
All for the better, because 1964 
U. S. coinage was beginning to 
shape up as a rather boring and 
uneventful proposition.

ve Columbian Half Dollar 
<- No other single event has done 
“as much for coin collecting in 
-~ the U.S. than the Columbian Ex- 
position of 1892. Aside from the 
fact that a commemorative haif 
dollar was issued during 1892 and 
1893, and in addition the Isabella 
- quarter, it should be stressed that 
the great incentive for coin col- 
lecting was generated by the U.S. 
Mint’s participation in the ex- 
hibits. In addition a wealth of 
coin collections both from collec- 
tors and dealers were offered te 
the public, often ccntaining pieces 
rarely if ever before exhibited. 

During the event in 1892 the 
Mint struck brass souvenir medals, 
sold ‘by the thousands for a quar- 
ter each. 

The Columbian commemorative 
coinage issue proper was some- 
what of a flop; indeed as late as 
1895, the Treasury offered the 
unsold portion at face value. It 
was not uncommon to see Colum- 
bian half dollars in circulation for 
many years to come. 

The Isabella quarter issued at 

$1.00 proved to be less popular 
than the half dollar; indeed peo- 
ple preferred the latter because 
of its higher face value, while 
still and only paying $1.00. Of 
the 40,000 Isabella quarters only 
24,000 were eventually sold while 
the balance returned to the Mint 
for melting. ie 

Issued at $1, the Isabella quar-

Late 
in 1896 the quarter was worth 
$1.50, which prompted “The 
Numismatist’’ to write: “A decade 
hence a specimen is likely to fetch 
$10.00.” This rather buoyant pre- | 
diction was not to realize for 
another fifty years, however. 

Mintmark collecting dates back 
to the same period and mainly re- 
sulted from the publication of “A 
Treatise on the Coinage of United 
States Branch Mints” by Augus- 
tus G. Heaton, one-time president 
of the American Numismatic As 
sociation. 

Lafayette Dollar 

The first and only commemora- 
tive silver dollar dated 1900, 
known as “Lafayette Dollar,” was 
issued to raise funds for a statue 
of the popular French hero, Gen- 
eral Lafayette; the coin was of- 
fered to the public at $2. The is- 
sue soon after turned out to be 
a disappointment when the dollar 
sold for $1.10 and sometimes at 
Numismatic chron- 
iclers of the period report the 
price break also caused price 
weakness in Isabella quarters. 

Louisiana Purchase Dollar 

Against this background it was 
not a big surprise, thus, to see 
the Louisiana Purchase commem- 
orative gold dollar become a com- 
plete failure in 1902, as virtually _ 
95 percent of the issue — both - 
types, McKinley and Jefferson — 
returned to the melting pot. The 
Management of Exposition wrote 
at the time: “It has been officiai- 
ly decided by the Louisiana Pur- 
chase Exposition that the re- 
mainder of the Louisiana Gold 
Dollars will be returned to the 
mint, exchanged for other cur- 
rency and converted into bullion. 
The sale of this coin in considera- — 
tion of the large premium com- 
manded for them, has been suc- 
cessful, but the number sold is 
but a portion of the entire issue’ 
of 250,000.

Considering that the remainder 
will be destroyed and that the 
original price placed upon them, 
$3.00 each has and positively will 
be maintained, causes the Exposi-

That the price has been main- 
tained and the remainder is to be 
destroyed gives to the purchaser 
a protection that has never been 
enjoyed with any other souvenir 
coin, and gives promise that the 
coin will increase in value. 

In addition to various forms of 
jewelry mounts which have been 
furnished without cost with the 
Louisiana Dollars, there has been 
issued as companions, quarters 
and halves coined from gold mined 
in the Louisiana Territory. These 
fractional pieces have been sup- 
plied with the gold dollar at face, 
$3.75 for the set.” 

Lewis and Clark Dollar 

The Lewis and Clark Exposi- 
tion held in Portland, Oregon, 
opened in 1904 and this was the 
pretext for issuing the Lewis and 
Clark commemorative gold dol- 
lar, emminently more successful 


-than its predecessors. The coin 
owas offered at $2 and over’one- 


third of the issue escaped the 
melting pot; all this much to the 


pleasure of today’s commemora- 


tive collector delighted with a 
10,000 mintage — a far cry from 
2 and 3 million proof sets, for ex- 


ample. 


Panama Pacific Exposition 

The Exposition held in 1915 was 
the pretext for the issuance of 
what is unquestionably the most 
unusual, although not the scarcest 
certainly, U.S. coin viz., an oc- 
tagonal $50 gold piece. The Pa- 
nama Pacific set of 5 coins in 
addition comprised specimens of 
a silver half dollar, a gold dol- 
lar, a $2.50 gold piece, and the

The coins were cased in a 
copper frame, and some one thou- 
sand sets were thus assembled; 
unfortunately only 300 sets were 
sold at the time. Hence the rela- 
tive scarcity of the set today. 
McKinley Memorial Dollar 
This issue was struck in 1916 
to finance the erection of a mem- 
orial to President William Mc- 
Kinley, assassinated in 1901. Ori- 
ginally offered at $3, half of the 
1916 issue was returned to the 
Mint for melting, while approxi- 
mately 10,000 copies were sold in 
bulk to well-known coin dealer, 
B. Max Mehl of Fort Worth; the 
latter died in the early 1950’s. 
Illinois Centennial 
Issued to commemorate the cen- 
tennial of the State of Mlinois, 
the coin’s particular interest was 
the Lincoln profile obverse, a 
rather belated homage, in fact, to 
the National hero. The issue did 
not meet with an overwhelming 
success, although no coins were 
melted down. Ultimately the bal- 
ance of unsold coins was stored 
in a Springfield bank where it did 
not appear till the early 1930’s 
during the bank’s collapse. The 
issue was then liquidated at prices 


below its issuance price of $1.00. 


Maine Centennial 


Issued for the centennial of the > 
State of Maine in 1920, the coin — aes 


was designed by Anthony de Fran- 


cisci and offered at $1.00. The ss | 
entire issue of some 50,000 pieces” 


was gradually absorbed by collec- 
tors demand, the sale of these 
coins was conducted by the State 
Treasurer of Maine. 

Pilgrim Tercentenary 

Struck to commemorate the 
three hundredth anniversary of 
the landing of the Pilgrims, the 
coin was issued at $1.00 and dis- 
tributed by the Pilgrim Tercen- 
tenary Commission through the 
Shawmut National Bank at Bos- 
ton. 

The issue was relatively suc- 
cessful in its first year of issuance 
in 1920, the second issue of 1921 
met with a less favorable fate — 
in all some 128,000 coins of both 
vintages were returned for melt- 
ing. 

It is important to note that this 
coin was struck at Philadelphia, 
not to be confused with the initial 
“PD” (Cyrus E. Dallin, the design- 
er) which appears under Governor 
Bradford’s elbow on the obverse. 
The initial has sometimes been 
mistaken for a Denver mintmark. 

Missouri Centennial 

The Missouri Centennial half 
dollar emerges as a most interest- 
ing issue as it used intentional 
gimmickery in design to promote 
the sale. This commemorative half 
dollar was issued to commemorate 
the one hundredth anniversary of 
the admission of the State of Mis- 
souri into the Union. The coins 
were offered initially at $1.00 by 
means of large display ads. 

When the success of the erter- 
prise began to taper off, the pro- 
moters of the commemorative 
made the following announce- 
ment: “All of the unsold coins of 
the design previously illustrated

Delmas Ford, excerpted from 
his book “United States Major 
and Minor Mint Error Types” 
under heading Shifted Hub Die: 
“The master die impression is 
reproduced, (incuse and in re- 
verse) on. working dies by 
means of bumping the two dies 
together at great pressure, sev- 
eral times. After each contact 
the working die hardens to a 
point that it is necessary to 
place it in an annealing oven in 
order to soften it to prevent 
shattering when the succeeding 
blow is struck.

A fairly large selloff of the keys 
in the Franklin series saw the 
prices of those worthies drop off 
an average of five percent. Four 
issues lost $10 or more in active 
trading. The 1953-S chose to buck 
the trend and register a $5 gain. 
It was indeed a trend since de- 
clines exceeded advances twenty 


one to three. 


The dollar groups saw some 
rather wild price corrections 
which were probably overdue. 
While the late date issues seem 
inclined to inch their way higher, 
quite a few of the keys and semi 
keys are tumbling down by large 
amounts. In the Morgans, off- 
setting several good gains by the 
1893 and 1894 Philadelphia issues 
were a number of $25 losses, scor- 
ed principally by the San Fran- 
cisco issues. 


The Peace dollars were offered' 


at lower levels on a series wide 
basis with a number of declines 
in three figures. It must be point- 
ed out that this series is very 
thinly held and that price fluctua- 
tions will always be present when 
the market is going either up or 
down.

Venetian coins and the gold and 
silver ‘‘oselle’’ and medalions 
that were also used. The Vene- 
tian collection begins with the 
first coins to be minted at Venice, 
bearing on one side the effigy of 
St. Mark in the act of handing 
over the standard to the Doge, 
and concludes with the hand-mint- 
ed coin of 1806, in the reign of 
Francis II of Austria. Among 
the medallions is one that the 
famous engraver Spinelli offered 
in 1571 to a Venetian who had dis- 
tinguished himself at the battle 
of Lepanto and another minted in 
honour of Giuditta Pasta, known 
as the ‘‘nightingale of Europe.’’ 

The exhibition also showed 
coins bearing the signatures of 
“magistrates who lived at the same 
time as Dante, and Guelph and 
Ghibelline coins of various re- 
publics. Visitors were able to ex- 
amine coins of the communes of 
Brescia, Cremona, Reggio, Par-

American collectors ordering 
uncirculated Mint sets direct 
from the Bank of Foreign Trade 
of the USSR, may get stuck 
with sticky coins. 

Russia does not package their 
Mint sets. Sometimes the coins 
are taped to a card, other times 
they just wrap them in plain 
paper. Coins mounted to card- 
board with pressure sensitive 
tape, may leave an adhesive res- 
idue on the coins’ surface. 

The firm has received many 
complaints from collectors who 
have ordered Mint sets direct 
from Russia, that they cannot 
completely remove the adhesive 
residue. We suggest that the 
residue can be easily removed 
with ‘rubber cement thinner’. 
The “thinner” is available in 
most stationery and art supply 
stores. 

The company advises collec- 
tors to DEMAND that their 
coins are not taped, but indivi- 
dually wrapped in plain paper 
to reduce abrasion in transit.
